REPLY-PAID. 


A Good Saggesticn ta ag Way of Postal 
Cards. 

The postmaster general states in his 
annual report that, upon the proposi- 
tion of the United States, it was agreed 
by the delegates of the pestal union at 
their recent meeting in Vienna that 
every country should supply the public 
with a reply-paid postal card. Such 
cards have been in use in Austria for 
many years, and would be economical! 
and convenieyt in domestic as well 2s 
in foreign cerespondence. They are 
composed of. tvos unseparated postal 
cards, felced in the form cf a single 
card, and need no other fastening. 
A correspondent can insure a ccrrect- 
ly addressed and probably prompt an- 
swer by writing his full address on the 
reply fold of the card before mailing it; 
the card, on its first journey, being 
filled so as to g6ver the reply address. 
The receiver has simply to write his an- 
swer on the reply eard, tear it off the 
inguiry card, and remail it. 
If one docs not cute to preserve the 
inquiry or to write a larg letter, the 
cards need not be separated. In that 
case, areply perfectly inte}ligible, un- 
equivocal and binding for all business 
purposes, may be written in one or two 
words, in nswer to a direct questio:z. 
The words “Yes,” or “No,” or 
“Forty,” or ‘41°Teriple Place,” or “Dos 
ton,” or “Smith & Jones,” or ‘3 per 
cent.,” or any other short replies. 
signed with initials or full name, with- 
out any “eading of place ordate, would, 
in connection with the attached in- 
quiry card, convey us full and definite 
an answer, ard show as plainly when, 
where and by whom it was written, as 
an answer on an ordinary card or letter 
that contains, besides place, date and 
address, asummary of the inquiry to 
which it is a reply. 
The first reply-pcid postal card re- 
ceived by the writer of this article trav- 
sled a distance of six thousand seven 
hundred miles, It was mailed by Yesef 
Bernhaupt, Posi-Direktor at Beyroot. 
Syria, and was written in Volipuk, the 
new uriversal language. It bore this 
message: “Spodakads gesedik sibinoms 
in Losian ya yelis modik,” which means. 
“Reply postal cards have been in use in 
Austria for many years.’§
